rates that were obtainable during 
1922.

Proof of the growing 
commercial activity of the bigher 
classes of Chinese, who are sick 
of the precarious fortunes of ac 
official career, isto be seenin the 
rumerons mills and factories 
which are springing up through 
cut the ccuntty.. The other 
encouraging feature to which I 
refer, is the increasing interest 
taken in potitics and the affairs 
of the government by the 
Chinese Chambers of Commerce, 
and their marked determination 
to make their voices heard. We 
hardly take up s paper witbout 
reading reports of resolutions 
urging disbandment of troops, or 
condemoing the extortions of the 
Tuchons and theextravagence of 
the government. So long as he 
can trade peacefully, the Chihese 
merchant takes little interest in 
politics or changesof gavernment. 
When. however, as would now 
seem, berealisesthat the cocotry, 
and with it his own prospects of 
increased profitable trading, are 
in danger of being brought to 
ruin by the folly of bis rulers, he 
is moved-to utter a protest, for 
the expression of which the 
facilities of = tba modern 
Chineso press: offer bim a 
channel not formerly avail 
able. It is this great body 
of Chinese commercial opinion 
and vested interests. sided by 
modern facilities for publicity, 
which will I beliere prove to be 
the force of the immediate future. 
I hope it will. by its insistence, 
secure the reforms which it is 
ouresrnest desire to see, and 
whicb, although they may be 
assisted from withont, must be 
arged and created from within.

In the foregoing remarks, I

Customs and Salt Revenues. 
The report of the Maritme 
Customs revenue collection for 
the year 2922has already appear- 
ed in the newspapers, and I will 
not take up your time by repeat.

net collection was H.K. Tis. 
58,600,000; this, as mlready stated, 
beata all previous records, being 
Ths. 4,100,000 in excess. of tbe 
collection of I92l itself a recard 
year. 


The totsl salt revenue paid 
into the Group Banks, after 
deducting ‘administrative ex- 
penses, was $95,633,000, which is 
an increaxe of $5.000,000 as com- 
pared with the previous bess 
recard of 1919, and an increase of 
$7,600,000 on the revenue realised 
in 1922. Retentions by localauthor- 
ities amounted to - $3! 663,000 
—an i.cressé of $13,000,000 as 
compared with the amount re 
tained in 1921. In addition 
to the retentions rade in former 
years in theprovinces of Kwang- 
tung, Szechusn, Yunnan and 
Hanan, revenue was retained 
daring 1922in the provinces of 
Shansi, Hupeb, Kiangsi and 
Manchuria, while inthe case of 
Fukion no revenue has deen ppd 
into the Group Banks during ‘th 
last months of the yearowing to 
local militsty action. On the 
other hand, a gratifving increase 
of revenue was obtained duriog 
the year 1922in the majority ‘of 
the districts in which the control 
pf tbe Chief Inspectors bss not 
been interfered with. 

The actusl amount relessad 
for the general. purposes of the 
Chinese Government during the 
year amounted to $47,237,000, as 
compared with $52,060,000 in

The European Outlook, 
The economic. conditions of 
Europe continue to give risa to 
grave misgivings. Very. little 
progress is being made towards 
a settlement of the multitude of 
complicated international ques 
tions. Itis very gratifying, how- 
ever, that arrangements have been 
concluded for funding the British 
debt to America on mutually 
satisfactory terms, thus removing 
& fruitful source of friction and 
recrisiastion between the two 
countriaa andsetting an exemple 
for the rest of our altias to fallow.

CHINA TEA CLIPPERS. 


ao Racing Recalled. 


Regarding the suggestion of a 
race between the Cutty Sark and 
Glory, Mr. Basil Lubbock, in his 
book on “The China Clippers,” 
says: When,in 187), the Cutty 
Sark ran out to Shanghai on her 
maiden voyage from London in 
97 days, it was obviozs that the 
Thermopylie would have to look 
to her laurels. In 1857 the latter 
hed made th> passage from Foo-" 
chow to London in 91 days 
against the monsoon—a record 
uptothat time. In 170 she re- 
peated the performance, bu! the 
Clyde-built Sir Lancelot the same 
year beat ber home by two days, 
Leaving Foochow on July 17 she 
passed the Lizard on October 16, 
and berthed in Lordon four days 
later—85 days tothe Lizard and 
89 in all. thua establishing the 
yecord passage of any tea clipper 
home. 

The year before the same ship 
had done the same run in 
103 days, while the Norman 

’ Court, and Tharmopyle, which 
both left withiu three days of ber, 

' took 104 and LOS days reapective- 
ly. This is sufficienttoshow that: 
the Sir Lancelot was = ™ flier.” 
and she in ber turn, was more 
than once beaten br thea Norman 
‘Court—on one accasion (in 1871) 
by as much as a fortright from 
Gravesend to Shanghai. I don't 
think that either the Sir Lancelot 
or Norman Cour ever had a 
straight race, either out or home, 
with the Cutty Sark, but if such

EINSTEIN IN JAPAN.

Women Disappointed. 

It would appearthat Professor 
Eiostein’s lectures io Japan have 
caused a certain amount of dis- 
appointment—at lesst, to a por- 
tion of the population.

WONDERS OF SCIENCE. 


Malaria and Paralysis. 


No one would bare expected 
the day to have arisen whena 
malaria. infected parson could 
have proved of benefit to hurnan- 
ity, even if ho was not birosalf re 
lieved by the fact of his own 
suffering. Yetin the columnsof 
the fu:neet a pew treatment for 
gereral paralysis, devised by Dr. 
yon Waagner, is described by Dr. 
Alexander Pilez, a professor ix 
the University of Vienna. 

A small quantity ef blood is 
taken. from & parson sufering 
from tertian malaria, and this’ is 
injected into tne back of -the 
paralysed patizat. After ose or 
two weeks the paralysed patient 
has an attack of  shiver- 
ing, followed by high tempers- 
ture. When ten ar twelve 
such attacks, bave occurred, 
they are checked by the use 
of. quinine. OF eh paralytic

WIND TURBINE. 
A Japanese Invention. 


An ingenious wind turbine, 
said to be capable of utilizing air 
currents in the generation of 
power with far greater efficiency 
than its predecessor, the wind 
mill, has been invented by Mr. 
Yukitero Ozaki, the youngest son 
of Mr. Yukio Ozeki, Japan's 
famous. liberal leader. After 
three years of experimentation,s 
successful model on a large scale 
has been erected on the roof of 
the Central! Club at Osaks. 
Accerding to the claims of the 
inventor, his turbine in operation 
turns into power 50 per cent. of 
the force of sir currents striking 
its planes. The ordinary wind 
mill utilizes only 20 per cent. of|+ 
the power inthe air. 

When thevelocity of the wind 
is eight metres per second, 
model erected at Osaka develops 
four horsepower and, depending 
upon the wind’s velocity, is 
capabla ‘of developing at 8 
maximum 30 borse-power.

have been difficult to find. The 
cheapness of money in London has 
been reflected’ by a further rise in 
the price of gilt-edzed securities 
and by a substantial decline in the 
earnings of neurly all of tne great 
London. banks. Fortunately, we 
are not altogether dependans on the 
aame sourcés of income as they are. 
though, of course, in view of our 
substantial gold assets. a higher 
tate of imterest in London, which 
would be the result of more trade 
demand for money, would suit us 
better than the extremely; modest 
rates that were obtainable during 
1922. 

There- has ween a muderate re- 
vival.of trade in the Eas: and our 
operstions generally have been for- 
tunate, so our tolal earnings for the 
year were satisfactory. They 
amounted to $12,932,405.99, which 
ig an increase of more’ than 
$2,000,000 over the total of 1921. 
We are therefore able to propose 
the same dividend en the increased 
capital, viz.; £6 per share for the 
whole year; with £2 bonus, to add to 


ig slightly more than we brought in 
at the beginning of 1922. I hope 
you will approve of these disposi- 
tions, ‘which carry ou2 what has 
been the policy of your Directors 
for many years past, 

Turning to the other items of the 
balance sheet, wa are confronted 
with the usual difficulty in making 
comparisons with the previous year 
owing to the rate of exchange being 
about 16 per cent, hightr af the 
end of 1922 than jt was last Decem- 
ber. Several eacoursging features 
may, however, be noticed. .Our 
cash and bullion is considerably 
lower and our bills discounted and 
loans are considerably higher than 
the previous year, as are our ac- 
ceptances on account of oonstituents. 
All these are indications of more 
activity im trade. Our silver de- 
posits have shown a normal expan- 
sion, while, on the other hand, our 
holdings of British ' Government 
Treasury Bills show a sabstantial 
decrease.

The mints which have been 
specially active are those at Nan- 
king, Hangchow and Canton; the 
two former have been busy coining 
Yuan dollars, fairly satisfactory 
as regards weight’ and fineness, 
and this currency is largely dis- 
placing syeee in the Northern 
trade. Of the mints at Tientsin, 
Wuchang, Yunnan, Cheng and 
Anhui, we have heard very little 
during the year; they have pro 
bably bezn confining their cpera- 
tions to the manufacture of copper 
coins of ever-leqsening value. The 
most interesting—one may say 
amusing—item cf news was how- 
ever, that the Anhui mint had pro- 
duced large quantities of forgeries 
af she Canton m:nt’s 20-cent pieces. 
These were seized by the Maritime 
Customs, which is now prohibiting 
the circulation of debased coinage 
from one port to the other—a tery 
salutary measure. All those mints 
are run for profit by whoever hap- 
pens to have secured control of 
them. The coinage is cebased in 
fineness and reduced in weight as 
opportunities presen: themselves.

The European Outlook, 

The economic conditions of 
Europe continue to give rise to 
grave misgivings. .Vory little 
progress is being msde towards 
a settlement.of the multitude of 
complicated international? ques- 
tions. Itis very gratifying, how- 
ever,that arrangementsbave been 
concluded for fundingthe British 
deb} to America on mutually 


I would. like to take this 
opportunity of speaking more 
particularly on a question which 
concerns both the policy of the 
Consortium and the future in- 
terests of this Colony. Allega- 
tions -have been meade io a 
responsible Arnerican quarter, 
and urged with an insisteace 
which would seem to giva them 
the character of « deliberate anti- 
British propagands,-thst a treaty 
or agreement with the British 
exists. whereby the Chinese may 
be debarred from creating railway 
facilities necessary forthe devel- 
opmnent of 2 deep-water port 
for ocsean-going vessels at 

near’ Canton; aod that, elthough 
such development would be the

scheme for the completion of rail- 
way communication from Han- 
kow to Canton, it is the fixed 
policy of the British to oppose it, 
as being detrimental to the trade 
of Hongkong. I am ina position 


satisfactory terms, thus removing | 
a fruitful source of friction and 
rectimination between the two 
countries and setting an sxample 
for the reet of our allies to follow. 
But it bas not yes been fonnd 
possible to. determine the amount 
of German reparetions, hich is 
an indispenssble preliminary to 
the flotation of the Int:roational 
Guaranteed Loan required to 
ensbla not only Germany but 
France slso to arrest the 
depreciation of her currency and 
to balance her budget. It is a 
matter that cannot be postponed 
indefinitely, and the longer a 
settlement is delayed the more 
diffioult it will ba to avoid « groat 
disaster to Central Europe, the 
effects of which would be very 
far-reaching. 

England’s Sound Position.

Tha premium on gold has been. 
reduced from twenty-fite to sight 
percentand the New York ex- 
changa to withis less than twenty 
cents of pre-war parity, In this 
matter itis the last step whioh - 
counts and it is well not tobe too 
sanguine of an early return to the 
old gold standard upoa which 
British predominance in intar- 
national trade was built up. bat 
wo are entitled to contemplate 
with satisfaction the advance al« 
ready made towards ‘its ultimate 
realisation. 

International trade is based apon 
comparativecost. Prices ate now 
relatively lowor in Great Britain 
than in America. This is, no 
doubt, the fundamental cause of 
the improvement in the sterling 
exchenge. It bas also the effect, 
by stimulating: our etports and 
discouraging our imports, of 
making England a batter country 
to buy in than to sell in, The 
last available trade returns show 
that for the elaven months 
ended November, 2922, -the 
unfavourable trade balance, that 
is the excess of imports, has 
been reduced by over £.00 
millions. Allowing for difference 
in prices, it is now within © 
measurable distance of thevisible 
excess of imports before the war. 
It may fairly be said that'trede 
appears to bave turned the cor- 
ner, sou essisted by returns from 
£130 millions of savings invested 
during the year in foreign and 
colonial loans, ia Hkely to im- 
prove if the springs of commerce 
are not choked at their source. 
The capacity and reserve 
of the British merchant left 
to” himself may safely “be 
trusted to discover new channels 
of business and to leunch agato 
on the tide of commerca the 
freight of credit and confidence 
on which our internstional trada 
depends. 

Early last year we issued a 
Loan for £2,000,000 on bebalf of 
the Royal Siamese Government. 
This Loan was wel! received, 
being applied for many times 
over, and at present stands 
at about 8 per cent. premium 
which is en indication ‘of 
the high credit of the Royal 
Siamese Government in the 
Loadon market. . 


Hongkong Military Lands. 

There is an important local 
matter which I feel you wilt 
expect me to refer to, and that is 
the question of the military lands. 
Early in my speech I mentioned 
that land values had risen to 
undreamt of heights owing to the 
steady .inflox of Chinese “from 
the neighbouring provinces and 
to one other reason, which I will 
now proceed to explain. ’ 

The area in'this island avail- 
able for commercial purposes is, 
as you well know, strictly limited 
—it has been added to from time 
to time by laborious and erpen- 
sive reclamations from tho bar- 
bour and a new and extensive 
reclamation is now jn progress. 
As this is the case, it must be 
self-evident that’ the best use 
s-ould be made of the spacoavail- 
able for business purposes. And_ 
yet the militery establishnents 
coutinue to occupy a Isrgo tract 
of the best commercial land 
in the Colony, dividing the 
western from the easteru districts, 
hampering free communicstionsa 
and the matural development of 
the business ares. It: la well 
known that our Government has 
been for years past making efforts 
to remove this anoraly. ‘There 
are plepty of better sites, belong- 
ing to the Colonial Government, 
available where the troops could, 
enjoy more healthy and spacious 
Surroundings, bat-no settlement 
has “yet been arrived “at 
I believe this is not ‘dua 
to lack of effort on 
the part of the Hongkoog 
Government, or to obstruction by 
the local Military Authorities, 
who must be well aware that the ° 
present cramped situation of the 
garrison is detrimental to tha’ 
health aad efficiency of the 
troops.
